| SOCIALIST ISSUE GIVES AUSTRIA GRAVE CONCERN 


Hollywood Actor 
Joins Guild Players 


GENERAL ST! 


WOULD ENSUE IF 
PARTY DISSOLVED 


Dollfuss Between Two 
Fires Following Thwart- 
ed Marxist Plot — Fac- 
tions Openly Divided on 
Issue. 


VIENNA, Feb. 10.—The belief 
that the Austrian Government will 
follow the sensational expose of an 
alleged Marxist plot, with the dis- 
solution of the Socialist party was 


expressed yesterday in Socialist 
circles, where it was said a general 
strike would thereby be precipi- 
teted. 

Government spokesmen, on the 


other hand, pointed out that “all 
evidence” collected in police raids 
on Socilaist centres Thursday “will | 
be carefully examined before a 
further move is to be expected.” 

Chancellor Engelbert Dollfuss, 
who returned yesterday from Buda- 
pest, was between two fires. Sup- 
porters of Dollfuss clamored on the 
one hand for suppression of the 
Socialist party, while on the other 
stretched the hand of friendship to- 
wards the Socialists. Fascist Heim- 
wehr leaders demanded that Doll- 
fuss “crush Marxism” immediately 
by dissolving the party. 

At the same time Leopola Kuns- 
chak, one of the most influential 
leaders of Dollfuss’ own Christian 
Socialist party, made a dramatic 
conciliatory speech in favor of the 
Socialists in the Vienna city) 
council. 

“Let us come to an understand- 
ing before we stand beside graves,” 
he said. His words were warmly 
applauded.

L. W. Raley, president of Safeway

“Without doubt,” said Mr. Raley,

ing these extraordinary times when 
some form of legisiation controlling 
cut-throat competition would seem 
necessary in order that both mer- 
chant and consumer, as well as the 
producer, shall enjoy as nearly a 
balanced deal as it is humanly pos- 
sible to give. 

WASTE NEEDS CHECK 

“The waste of destructive com- 
petition must be controlled just as 
greed for exorbitant prices at the 
expense of the consumer must be 
controlled. The farmer or producer 
is entitled to more for the products 
of the soil, and competitive buying 
from him must give way to orderly 
market supply at a price under 
which he can live satisfactorily. 

“Business men have to learn the 
value of unselfish co-operation and 
merchants have to realize that the | 
time has come when they can no| 
longer beat their competitors out by 
the price road, If they are to sur- 
vive, they must make a profit, but 
only a fair profit, and the merch- 
ant’s ambition should be to do some- 
thing with and for, instead of to, 
his competitor. 

“The recent move of the retail 
merchants here and the steps now 
being taken by the prime minister 
show clearly that all agree as to 
the general policy of what is need- 
ed, but how to secure a workable 
program is the problem. 

“It may be that the various in- 
dustries in Canada will voluntarily 
adopt their own codes of business 
ethics. Such a course in my opin- 
ion, would approach most nearly to 
the ideal solution.

STOCK MARKET 
CONTROLLING 
BILL DRASTIC 


Measure Before Congress) 
Would Effect Many New 


Safeguards 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—Provi- 
sions of the stock market bill intro- 
duced in the United States Con- 
gress yesterday included: 

Regulation of all stock exchanges 
by the Federal Trade Commission 

Registration of all exchanges and 
all securities listed on them with 
the commission. 

A minimum requirement of a 60- 
per cent margin on all exchange 
transactions. 

Outlawry of price manipulations 
by making them criminal offences 

Prohibitions against short selling 
and stop-loss orders except under 
commission regulation, 

Compulsory disclosure of trans- 
actions by officers, directors, or 
principal stockholders in the se- 
curities of a corporation, and a pro- 
hibition against short selling or 
speculation by them in the securi- 
ties. 

A reauirement that brokers keep 
complete records of transactions, 
open to inspection by the commis- 
sion, 

Penalties for violations up to 
$25,000 or imprismment for 10 years, 
for individuals or companies; $500,- 
000 for exchanges.

MISSING MEN. 
REACH SAFETY, 


CAMERON BAY 


| Wandered for Seven Weeks | 


in Arctic Wastes Short 
of Food 


CAMERON BAY, N.W.T. Feb. 

How three prospectors, 
Brotherston, Frank Dwelle and 
Frank Morrison wandered for seven 
weeks in the icy fastness of the 
Great Bear lake country, were 
forced to camp when temperature 
dropped too low for travel, ran 
short of food, three times heard the 
drone of an airplane motor which 
they could not attract, was told in 
an interview here with a Bulletin 


representative, following their ar- 
rival at Cameron Bay, Thursday. 
Lorne Brotherston tells his own 
story. 
“We were caught in a storm cross- 


ing Great Bear lake in October and | 


camped on Manitou island over- 
night In the morning our barge was 


frozen in. | 


FOOD SUPPLY LIMITED 

“We had only a limited supply of 
grub when Harry Hayter, Macken- 
zie Air Service pilot, located our 
barge. Murphy, our chief, arranged 
transportation for two men and the 
rest of us were to make the journey 
to Cameron Bay on foot. 

“We waited for some time but, 
as we got no further news from 
Hayter, Morrison, Dwelle and I set 
out on December 6, bound for Cam- 
eron Bay. 

“We travelled along the north 
east shore of Great Bear lake until 
the temperature dropped so low 
that we could not breathe it and 
travel. So we camped at Grizzly 
Bear mountain 

“Our grub supply was running 
short. We caught a few rabbits in| 
snares but there was no other game 
available, 

“We knew then we could not 
make The Bay so we started out to 


locate the sawmill at McvVicar's 
Arm, Some tea was all that was 
left of our original provisions 


Sometimes we had a rabbit or two 
and some days we were without 


| food. 


HEARD PLANE 

“On January 18 we heard a plane 
passing overhead but it was snow- 
ing and it could not see us.” 

The party learned on arrival here 
that this was Hayter enroute to 
their barge, where he picked up 


O. S. Shapin, Jr, and Norman 
Bailes, and flew them back to 
Cameron Bay. 

“The next day the plane flew} 


It was only about 
500 feet up and we spread out and 
wig-wagged with our arms, but our 
efforts were of no use 

“We camped again until January | 
21, when we set out again for the} 
sawmill. We arrived the next day} 
only to find that their warehouse 
had been destroyed by fire, burn- 
ing practically all their supplies, 
and they were about to set out for 
Cameron Bay. 

“We joined their party and on 
January 25 set out for Cameron] 
Bay with a tractor, hauling supplies 
and lumber. 


GRUB RAN SHORT 

“Again the grub ran short and} 
we were forced to rafion the grub 
in small daily portions 

“On February 4, we were over- 
taken by Joe Dillon and Constable 
J, MacBrien. 

“Two nights before they had come} 


across the tracks of the tractor, 
mixed with those of our Yukon 
sled, and they decided to follow 
us up. They spent a whole day 
trying to overtake us, without 
success. 


“Early the next morning Joe Dil- 


lon transferred his load to Mac- 
Brien’s sled and, travelling light 
with his fast dog team, he soon 
overtook the tractor. 

“The party stopped and _ soon 
MacBrien arrived. He had _ some 
grub with him that was mighty 


welcome 

“He gave us a large part of his 
supplies and gave us directions on 
the route to Cameron Bay. Then 
he and Joe left us and went 
ahead, 

“We made the rest of the jour- 
ney in good time and without any| 
further hardships 

“We arrived at Cameron Bay on 
Februery 8 and, boy, oh boy, there 
never was a more welcome sight.”

Fifty Degrees an Bdow Re- 
corded in New England 
—New York Teushes: 
Coldest Spot in 64 Years! 


NEW YORK, Feb. 10—Record low 
temperatures in many cities along 
the Atlantic seaboard brought at} 
least 26 deaths in the United States 
yesterday, hampered shipping and 
communications nad caused unpre- | 
cedented suffering. 

Weather experts could promise 
no relief over the week-end from | 
the sub-zero temperatures. 

Unofficial minimum readings inj} 
New England reached about 50 de- 
grees below zero, New York's cold- 
est hour found the mercury at 14.3 
below zero, the lowest in the wea- 
ther bureau's 64 years of operation. 

Pennsylvania, where the temper- 
ature in the Alleghenies fell to 40 
zero, reported nine deaths. 
Six died in upstate New York with 
unoffigal temperatures reaching 60 
below. Three deaths were recorded 
in New York city, three in Boston 
and Buffalo and one in Schenec- 
tady. 

An ice-coated schooner was aban- 
doned during a stiff northwest blow 
off Eastman, Mass. and the crew 
took off in a small boat in a haz- 
ardous effort to reach land.

THIS IS SO SUDDEN 

According to a New York report it has been 
decided that Canadian wheat may be shipped 
through the United States to a British port 
without being classed there as foreign grain and 
subject to the six cents a bushel tax imposed 
on wheat imported from outside the Empire. 

This is good news of course, and there was 
ground to hope the lenient British customs 
authorities would get around to that sensible 
view of the matter. But what rather puzzles 
one is; Why all the rush? It is only a year and 
a half since the Ottawa trade agreement was 
framed. 


THE RIGHT TO RULE 


Premier Brownlee, it is said, will call a 


caucus of the U.F.A. members, count heads, and 
find out whether the Government has sufficient 


support to enable it to carry on for another year 
without an election. 

No blame attaches to the Government for 
thus trying to find out “where it is at.” But it 
may be pointed out that whether the Govern- 
ment can keep enough supporters in line to 
Struggle through another year is not the ques- 
tion that needs answering. The question is 
whether the Government has a right to try to 
carry on, in the circumstances which have 
arisen. 

The political organization that created the 
Government has gone over unreservedly to 
socialism and merged its objects and activities 
in those of the C.C.F. If the Government has 
not switched with the party, then the Govern- 
ment is left an orphan and has no mandate from 
the U.F.A., the C.C.F., or any other section of 
the electorate. If the Government has switched, 
it has tied itself up to a program radically dif- 
ferent from that it has been following and 
that which it was elected to follow, and has no 
warrant from the public to continue. 

The one proper course to pursue is to carry 
through the present session and then go to the 
country. Whether the Government has turned 
C.C.F, or hasn't, the obligation is the same, and 
cannot be side-stepped. 


AT THE CROSS-ROADS 

One Conservative member has had the 
courage to speak right out in meeting at 
Ottawa; Mr. J. H. Stitt, representing Selkirk, 
Manitoba. 

He urges that interest rates be reduced, that 
Dominion bonds be converted at lower interest 
rates, and that $100,000,000 of new money be 
printed and spent in public works construction, 
without anybody being paid interest for the 
privilege. 

Some of the things he said in supporting that 
sane and urgently necessary procedure must 
have caused consternation among those of his 
colleagues who put party solidarity ahead of 
public welfare: “There is an issue facing the 
Government today, the like of which has never 
faced any government in Canada... . The kind 
of preaching of sound money we have had in 
this country is wholly unsound. , . . Canadians 
were being placed in serfdom by the straight 
jacket of interest. ... He would cut 33 1-8 per 
cent off interest rates payable in Canada under 
all forms of contract. ... If the present course 
were followed indefinitely, Canada wauld be 
forced to default on principal and interest. .. . 
We may talk of the spirit of pioneers, what we 
need is the pioneering spirit in legislation.” 

A hundred Conservative members of par- 
ligament and a million Conservative voters know 
these things to be true. 

Will the Conservative members back up Mr. 
Stitt in demanding that the Government reverse 
its policy and let the country out of the 
“straight jacket’? Or will they tell the Con- 
servative voters they must vote Liberal at the 
next election if they are to escape from low 
wages, low prices, mounting debt and unpay- 
able taxation? 

FACTORIES ARE BUSIER 

Members of the Edmonton branch of the 
Cana@ian Manufacturers’ Association held their 
annual meeting this week, in circumstances 
more encouraging than at this time in any of 
the preceding four years. Better prices for 
farm products and the expectation that stimulus 
will be given to construction operations by the 
Dominion Government, make the outlook more 
hopeful for manufacturers in Alberta and else- 
where, as for those in other lines of business. 

This is also the tone of a special “Industrial 
recovery number” issued by Industrial Canada, 
The magazine published by the Association. 
The cover design graphically conveys the im- 
pression that “by and large there has been an 
improvement during the past year in manu-

facturing industry.” The chart shows that from 
early in 1929 to early in 19383 there was an 
almost uninterrupted decline in the physical 
volume of business in Canada, while during 1933 
the indicating line turns sharply upward, and 
by the end of the year had recovered nearly 
one-fourth of the decline of the preceding four. 

Industrial Canada does not suggest that this 
rate of recovery can be maintained unchecked, 
but thinks the development is genuine and looks 
for the upward movement to continue, 

Of interest to those outside the manufactur- 
ing industry it is suggested that, with this 
bettered outlook, manufacturers are now con- 
sidering whether the time has not come to put 
into effect plans for improvement or expansion 
which may have matured during the quiet 
years. “The time has now come to lift the em- 
bargo on these and, before costs rise to higher 
levels, get things moving’—would seem to. be 
sound advice to the manufacturers, and carries 
a hope of wider employment and better busi- 
ness for wage-earners and those engaged in 
commercial enterprise.

THIRTY YEARS AGO 

New York.—Japan dealt another blow at 
Prussia yesterday, when a Russian volunteer 
fleet of steamers was captured, with two thou- 
sand troops. The Japanese blew up a railway 
bridge which probably cuts off the Russian con- 
nection with Port Arthur. Great Britain has 
guaranteed Japan against interference by any 
other power, and will have to be in readiness 
to take action should such intervention threaten. 

Ottawa.—Duncan Fraser of Guysboro has 
been appointed to the supreme court of Nova 
Scotia. 

The town council meets this afternoon to 
consider the terms of the street railway agree- 
ment. 


TWENTY YEARS AGO 

London.—What is expected to be a history- 
making session of parliament opened today. 
The Irish home rule question is slated for final 
settlement. 

Steel on the E.D. and B.C. railway is now 
laid to the Athabasca river. 

Douglas.—A general uprising of the Indians 
in this state is feared, and 700 are reported to 
be already on the war path. 

Ottawa.—The Canadian Northern has ap- 
plied for financial aid, and there is talk of the 
system being taken over by the government. 


TEN YEARS AGO 

Premier Greenfield announced that a gen- 
eral redistribution bill will be brought down, 
when not stated. 

Ottawa.—Pyince Erik, former Alberta resi- 
dent, and his bride, formerly Miss Booth of 
Ottawa, will reside in California.

CANADA FIRST? 
When Japan left the League of Nations, she 
left with words of defiance on her lips. The 
League had condemned Japan's action in Man- 
churia and Japan had disagreed with the de- 
cision and decided to withdraw. When Ger- 
many left, she left because her government 
resented the peace treaties and regarded the 
League as the guardian of these treaties; she 
left, or so her government said, because the 
other nations did not take their pledges to dis- 
arm as seriously as Germany thought they 
should. Now Senator A. D. McRae wishes Can- 
ada to withdraw from the League, not from any 
honorable motive of defiance or disappointment, 
but because she is afraid to remain, Senator 
McRae sees the League a sinking ship and wants 
Canada to be the first rat to pull out.—Van- 
couver Province, 
Senator McRae says Canada should quit the 
League of Nations because a war is coming in 
Europe within five years. This is unwise and 
cowardly counsel. The strengthening of the 
League of Nations is one method of warding off 
war, Mr. Bennett, who has pleaded the cause 
of the League, should publicly rebuke his 
lieutenant and help to syuelch McRae’s deplor- 
able propaganda.—London Advertiser.

Westerners, proud of western prowess in 
Sports, can look forward to seeing a western 
swimming team with a good chance of sweep- 
ing the boards in the next Olympics.

Another youth, Bobby Hooper, swimming 
in his last year of junior competition broke 
the junior 100 yards record by one-fifth of a 


second, Then rushing on at high speed he 
broke the senior 300 yards record by 54-5 
seconds. 

Syd. Welsh set a new B.C. record for the 
100 yards by lowering the time three-fifths 
seconds 


The girl swimmers were as remarkable, A 
little girl, Noel Oxenbury lowered the 50 and 
100 yards Canadian records—the latter set by 
Mary McConkey of Edmonton. 

Betty Bryan churned 300 yards in the junior 
competition in 4,19 flat, lowering the record by 
181-5 seconds, What a night of record-breaking. 

With the exception of Noel Oxenbury, all the 
record-breaking swimmers were trained by 
Percy Norman, holder of long distance swim- 
ming records at the coast, who turned profes- 
sional to coach his fellow members in the Van- 
couver Swimming Club. He has had even great- 
er success as a coach than as a swimmer. He 
has trained up a team of aces fit to take on 
any national team ih the Olympics.

Ringing Noises in Ears

You might not think that geography would 
have anything to do with disease, but I have 
learned that ear noises are much more common 
among those living in cold parts of the coun- 
try such as in the northern parts of the United 
States and in certain parts of Canada than they 
are in other parts of the globe. 

I believe the explanation 
is that people in cold climates 
are apt to eat heavy, “heat- 
ing” foods such as bread, hot 
mushes, muffins, sugars and 
puddings. When such foods 
are used in too large a quan- 
tity they are likely to cause 
an excess of mucus to form in 
the body, leading to catarrh. 
One of the main causes of ear 
noises is catarrhal inflamma-

tion, affecting the ear. 

In every case that has come under my ob- 
servation, the patient has been able to bring 
about a complete and permanent cure of this 
annoying trouble by using the right diet and 


other helpful measures. In extremely chronic 
conditions it may take some period of time 
for the patient to totally relieve the annoying 
ringing in the ears but I have received so many 
letters from readers who tell me they were 
able to overcome this trouble that I sincerely 
believe that it can be done. 

When throbbing noises are present in the 
ears, it is important to relieve any catarrhal 
tendency which may be present. This is best 
accomplished by changing the wrong habits of 
living which are responsible for the trouble, to 
those good habits of living which will banish 
the catgrrh, 

Although the main cause of ear noises is 
catarrh this. symptom may arise in high blood 
pressure, anemia, Bright’s Disease, nervous 
weakness and in rare ear disorders such as 
Meniere's Disease and otosclerosis. 

Some patients say, the noise is like a roaring 
in the ears, others say it sounds like the hiss 
of escaping steam, or like a buzzing, whirring or 
ringing sound. The ringing may be present all 
of the time, or may be worse at certain times 
such as at night. It may be noted in one ear 
only or in both, The annoying buzzing may 
prove very distressing to the patient who feels 
that he would gladly pay to stop the ear noises 
for even a few hours. 

Since roaring in the ears is very commonly 
found in those ear disorders which lead to 
deafness it is important that you undertake as 
soon as possible the right treatment to bring 
about a more normal condition in the ears. 
During the time you neglect tinnitus, or ring- 
ing in the ears, you may be slowly growing 
more and more deaf, without realizing it. 

If you have ear noises I strongly suggest 
that you write to me. Ask for the article called 
BANISHING NOISES IN THE EARS and for 
the diet you are to follow. In this way you will 
gain some more helpful information about the 
way to use the right foods in the right way to 
correct ear noises.

On this date, in 1897, a public 
mecting in the Parliament Build- 
ings at Ottawa endorsed the 
proposal of the Countess of 
Aberdeen that there should be 
formed an organization of nurses 
to commemorate Queen Victoria's 
diamond jubilee. Sir Wilfred 
Laurier gave the suggestion his 
most hearty approval and it was 
upon his motion that the meeting 
resolved that the suggestion 
should become a reality. 

The Victorian Order of Nurses 
was born. A national fund, begun 
with a substantial donation from 
Lord Strathcona, was created, and 
Lady Aberdeen was elected the 
first president. Application was 
made to Queen Victoria for a 
royal charter and this was grant- 
ed May 19, 1898. At the same time 
permission was given to the Vic- 
torian nurses in Canada to wear 
badges similar to those worn by 
the Queen's Jubilee Nurses in 
Great Britain. Miss Charlotte Mc- 
Leod, a New Brunswick woman, 
who had had long experience in 
the United States, was brought 
back to Canada as superintendent 


and the work was under way. 

Few remember today the part 
played by the Victorian Nurses 
in the rush to the Yukon, An 
appeal came to Ottawa for nurses. 

At once four Victorian nurses 
—the Misses Powell (in charge) 
Scott, Payson and Hanna—were 
equipped and went in with the 
military expedition, Their names 
live in the nursing history of the 
north as that of Jeanne Mance 
lives in Montreal. Lieut.-Col, 
kon field force, and the great 
Sam Steele both paid tribute to 
the V.O.N. A few years later 
came the South African war, and 
Royal Victorian nurses went with 
the Canadians. Since then in 
peace and in war, particularly in 
the war with Germany, the R.V, 
O.N. have done their work effic- 
iently and without desire for 
publicity, yet they have earned 
the respect of all citizens from 
the wife of the governor general 
to the mother in the humblest 
home in the isolated distances of 
our great Dominion. Lady Aber- 
deen's suggestion has brought 
forth fruit a million fold,

WAR 


Editor Bulletin: 

It is peculiar, to say the least, 
that in spite of the protests 
against war that have been made, 
the huge mass of anti-war pro- 
peganda that has been dissemin- 
ated since the armistice, we find 
ourselves sailing blithely—and I 
use the term advisedly—towards 
another world struggle. It must 
be obvious to anyone who will 
think for a moment, that great as 
was, and is, the wave of revulsion 
at the very thought of war, there 
is a greater force, irresistible and 
crushing, against which the pro- 
gressive urge to peace is dissipat- 
ed to the winds. We seem to be 
like somany drug addicts being 
drawn towards the very thing we 
know well we should shun, 

Towards a solution of this enig- 
ma, allow me to quote from an 
authority who is vastly more 
shrewd, more candid, and possibly 
more gallant than those “authori- 
ties” quoted by your contempor- 
ary, prettily speaking their little 
pieces in furtherance of the 
policy of “selling” war to the 
public. I refer to the book by 
Professor Scott Nearing, entitled, 
“War”, which should be read by 
all fair-minded people. 

“War” says Prof. Neaving, “is 


‘normal’, and peace is ‘abnormal’ | 


in civilized society”, Indeed, the 
whole period of Capitalism may 


be called the war era, It is as | 


necessary for the maintenance of 
the present social order as fuel is 
to a fire, for the good and suffi- 
cient reason that the dominant 
powers constantly need to extend 
their field of exploitation, and can 
only do so by armed force.” 
Again he says, “if all the peo-

ple of the world were asked their 
opinion of war, the maximum 
percentage of those in favour 
would only be 5 per cent, and 
probably nearer three than five.” 

And Lenin, “War is not an ac- 
cident. It is an inevitable 
stage of Capitalism, it is a form 
of Capitalist life as natural as 
peace”. 

To return to Scott Nearing, 
“War will continue while civiliz- 
ation continues, Those who are 
working to end war, if they are 
in earnest, will re-direct their 
energies, and instead of attacking 
war, the resuit, they will attack 
it's causes which lie embedded in 
the structure and functions of 
civilized society.” 

One cannot sufficiently empha- 
sise the phrase “re-direct their 
energies”, As long as we have 
Capitalism the reason, we will 
have war, the result, It is as well 
then, to forget the sentimental 
twaddle about the “horrors of 
war”, and concentrate on the hor- 
rors of this pseudo-civilization 
which not only permits war, not 
only does nothing to prevent war 
(and this in spite of the League 
of Nations) but actually fosters 
and encourages the spirit of war 
from the very day that peace is 
signed.

Suggestions Made 
Regarding Service 
Tax Levy In Cities 


The provincial government has 
made certain suggestions to both 
Edmonton and Calgary regarding 
the service tax or the remission 
by the province of an equal amount 
of money collected by the cities 
under the service tax in lieu of the 
right to levy same, according to 
Premier J, E. Brownlee. “But until 
these suggestions orystallize we pre- 
fer to keep the suggestions confi- 
dential,” he said. 

The cities were Aeprived of the 
right to levy service tax when the 
government instituted its provinc- 
jal income tax. But in depriving 
the cities of this right the govern- 
ment decided, for two years, to re- 
fund to the cities the amount col- 
lected by them under the service 
tax, The two-year period has expir- 
ed and now the question of that
